It is authoritatively stated that the attitude of the British 
Government regarding the Polish insurrection is a determination to 
insist upon fair pluy both to Poland and to Germany. Britain intends | 
loyally to carry out her engagements, and expects in return both 
parties to respect the Treaty of Versailles. Britain cannot tolerate 
any attempt to forestall the decision of the Supreme Couneil by con- 
fronting it with a ferl accompli, whoever the offender, 

Britain's attitude on the question of the partition of Upper Silesia 
is one of complete impartiality, . [t is pointed’ out concerning this 
that tho ‘attitude of the Gorman Government has been perfectly 
correct.

“China has suffered in the past 
from secret diplomacy. The first 
knowledge the Chinese public 
receives in such cases, is when 
they find themselves bound hand, 
and foot by the terms of some 
secret agreement clandestinely 
entered intoatPeking. Itis only 
through the power of publicity 
that future agreements of this 
sort may befrustrated. ‘The more 
light ‘we Gan throw upon the 
doings of our officials and the 
officials of friendly powers in 
China the batter.

TAXING INCREMENT IN AMERICA. 


z Washington, May 17. 

An important decision affecting millions of dollars of Govern- 
ment revenue has been given in the Supreme Court, whereunder 
increase in value of any asset must be considered as part of the 
profits, from the taxation viewpoint. The case was that of the 
Labelle Ironworks, which purchased property for $190,000 in 1904, 
which was valued at $10,000,000 in 1917. The Company must now 
pay taxes on the increase.

DOCTORS WHO KEEP 
QUIET. 


Not Enough Health Talks 
—. to the People. 


It is a common complaint 
against the medical profession 
that it talks too little: Both in 
the sick-room and in the wider 
sphere of public life its members 
are adopts at keeping their own 
counsel. 

One of their number, Dr, Flor- 
ence L. Meredith, declares that 
this secrecy is overdone. More 
medical talk is needed if the 
people.are to be guided in the 
way of right health. 

Physicians rays Dr. Meredith 
in Modern Medicine Chict go, 
should lecture fresly on medical: 
subjects. and lose no opportunity 
to inform the public on matters of 
health and sanitation. People 
have been “left in uncharted 
ways” in health matters, Dr. 
Meredith assorts, and to this she 
ascribes the success of charlatan- 
ism in medicine and of healing 
cults in religion. 

The only rational basisof action, 
we are reminded, is enlighten- 
ment; and the right source for 
such a programme is through the 
ethical physician, willing to back 
with sound knowledge an effectual 
enthusiasm for health. Writes 
Dr. Meredith :— 

Since the war began there has 
been a great change in the gene- 
ral attitude towards health and 
disease. Only the fit were able 
to be of use to their country and 
an honour to themselves. Girls 
who went into industrial life. and 
business life found that their op- 
portunities for advancement. were 
sharply limited, even the holding 
of their positions precarious, un- 
less they were well.

It is time now to keep this tide 
of interest in health rojling on in 
the right direction until people 
are as proud of their health as in 
the past they have been, especial- 
ly women, of their ailments, © 

The people naturally turn to 
the members of the medical pro-'

seeking. Ifitcan be shown by 
doctors that there ia any way 
whatsoever that this health 
which is becoming so popular. 
can be achieved, it is certain that 
they will at least listen to what 
the doctora say; and a laree 
number of them are in the mood 
not only to listen, but to try 
almost anything which comes to 
them with any authority back of. 
it. ; 

Fortunately, it'so happens that 
acionce has advanced to the extent 
that there a great deal for doctors 
to say on this subject, Some few 
of them are saying it, but the vast 
proportion are sticking to the old- 
estabished method of maintaining 
a'" professional “silence on health 
subjects, both in the office and in 
public. 

It would hardly seem either 
professional or ethical, when 
people are almost literally 
clamouring at one’s door for some 
advice as to the ways of. getting 
and keeping well, steadily to 
ignore their health education 
until they fail in their self directed 
search and illness comes upon 
them. 

There are many theories about 
the maintainence of health which 
have become estublished facta— 
facts which the public should 
lave at its disposal; and yet we 
daily find an appalling ignorance 
of these same facts. 

LET THE PEOPLE KNOW. 

Since at present there ate not 
enough doctors to wage a con- 
structive. health campaign in 
the life of each individual, 
aud since all individuals do 
not place themselves in a 
position to get personal 
advice, we must resort to lectures 
given to groups—the last thing 
the average physician, would 
choose to do but to refuse any 
longer will be to deprive the 
public of what it ought to have, 

The natural field for such 
lectures, Dr. Meredith: goes on to 
say, is groups as they are found 
in factories, shops, clubs, unions, 
church organisations, and the 
like. : 

Three objections have been rais- 
ed to the idea of more lectures on 
health. The first is that the 
public will learn to do without 


doctors in private prectice if 
every organisation and group 
supplies’ its members with 
health education. - It is the same 
objection that was originally 
raised against any industrial 
medical work, and the argument 
has been entirely refuted. 

The second objection is just 
the reverse of the first, that both . 
industria] and outside physicians 
will be swamped with patients 
who’ are not urgently in

MAKING PEOPLE CRANKS, 
The third objection isthat so 
much talk about health is gaing to 
make us into health cranks. This 
depends, of course, . very largely 
on the attitude of the physicians 
to whom they listen. It is as 
possible for people to take a 
normal, sane interest in looking | 
out for their, bodies and conduct. 
ing their physical lives as it is 
for them to take a normal, sane 
view of. business problems to 
which they must give consider. 
able attention, without losing 


‘their baiance about it, 


- We have thought that a mem- 
ber of thea public could not be 


interested in his personal health ° 
because there’ was no force to -' 


compel him. We have ignored 
the possibility of making his own 
desire for comfort and happiness 
and efficiency a. greater force 
than any external compulsion. 
Pressure of cirumstances hag 
already partly done this, Tit 
rest of the task 
physicians to undertake, One 
way physicians can do this is to 
utilise in every case he sees a 
broad scientific knowledge of the 
subject of health; and to demon- 
strate his belief in the. possibility . 
of much better health, resulting 
from much better habits; and to 
feel, himself, a great enthusiasm 
for the full, complete living which 
is made possible only if the health 
is right. 7

RADIUM PERIL. 


Workers at Institute Now 
Fully Protected. 


The Daily Chronicle publish for 
the first tine in the lay Press the 
tull facts of “ mysterious " deaths 
recently reported at the Radium 
Institute amongst the workers 
there. 

The investigations were 
r ivileged by the courtesy of the 
lastitute directorate. They show 
clearly that the three deaths 
were duo primarily to other 
causes. What is even- more 
important, on effective system of 
procction has now been devised 
forthe ample protection of the 
staff, medical proof of which ic 
shortly to be published. 

“Three deaths have occurred 
amongst the staff of the institute,’ 
said Mr.’ Hayward Pinch, 
F.R.C.S., the medical superinten- 
dent, .and the full facts are 
these :— 

“On December 19,'1919, Mr. 
C.F. Hogley died. He was seen 
by several eminent specialists, 
and his death was due to 
pernicious anaemia, which 
occurred very rapidly, and which 
was not directly due to the 
radium work. 

“The second death was that of 
Miss B. McDarby who died of 
heart disease—infective endocar- 
dities. January 11, 1920. ‘the 
radium -had unquestionably 
affected her, but it was rot from 
this alone that she died. 

“thirdly was the case of Mr. 
F. J. Holding, who died on 
February 5, 1921, of acute 
pneumonia, Mr. HoldIng was 47 
yoars of age, an important. Tact 
for consideration. 
NO SECRECY. 

“In the form of a printe? 
report two of these deaths were 
published at the timne, so thera 
was no secrecy upon the facts, 
Each case was primarily due to 
a definite disease apart from the 
tadium effecte, but the institute 
committes considered it highly 
probable that the work of these 
persons amongst the radium had 
caused a wenkening of their 
power of resistance to the diseases 
from which they suffered.

“+ ho» porters, of course, had litle 
change. 1t was the white cells 
that were mostly affected. The 
facts were presented to the Royal 
Society of Medieine, and since 
then, with a complete picture of 
the blood calls to work upon, we 
have perfected our aystem.

“An extremely thorough pro- 
tective system has been eclaborat- 
ed, and it has been copied by 
many other institutes. Dr Mot- 
tram has just completed snother 


year’s investigation of our bload:: 


tests, and it has beer, found thar. 
the Elood condition of the workers 
is slowly (February 1921) return- 
ing to the normal.” 

In a tour over the institute a 
“ Daily Chronicle”’ representative 
found these protective measures 
being. cirefully carried out. 
Visiting first: the X-ray depart- 
ment heavy lead-lined aprons and 
gloves were in use. 

Down in the strong room, fas- 
tened by a heavy leaden dvor, in 
which much of. the apparatus is 
kept, no one is allowed to rem tin 
for any Jength of time. The 
head sister in the nursing depart- 
ment laughed when I spoke to her 
about the dangers of her work. 
Her cheeks were rosy enough, 
but one of her fingers she showed 
me had been affected bv the rays, 
through this-was getting better. 

From the apsrating rooms the 
nurses, who only allowed me to 
move about in vertain parts of 
the building, were carrying their 
little discs of radium.-entbedded 
in varnish in very heavy bittie 
lead-lined boxes used as’ radium 
carriers, suspended at the end of 
a Jong strap.

So potent is this Harmless- 
looking tube that the ra: 6 which 
itemits would penetrate through 
a brick wall many feet thick, and 
by their means a photograph 
could he taken through a block 
of granit>, 

Probably there are about five 
grammes of pure radium now in 
the ifistitute strong rooms. and it 
is a very credigable thing that 
the use of these many thousands 
of pounds’ worth of the precious 
element is available to the 
poorest as well as to the very 
rich. For no poor patient is ever 
kept waiting.

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THE DEPOSITION OF KING COAL. 


The coal strike imparts a topical significance lo a ques- 
tion that under any circumstances would be. of the. first 
‘importance. © A. Reuter message received a few days ago 
contained this noteworthy announcement: ° It is stated 
that industries and public utilities will never again be 
wholly dependent upon coal. Thousands of works and 
factories are fitting oi!-burners, London's electric railways 
begin the consumption of fuel oil to-day.” .In a literal 
sense, ifs probably incorrect. to speak of industry being 
never again * wholly ~ dependent upon coal, seeing that 
the oil-engine is not a novelty in manufacturing. to say 
yothing of navigation; but over the vast bulk of the 
industrial field, the dusky mineral has uulintained its sway. 
Now the supersession promises to. be accelerated by the 
coal strike. The process is not likely to be sudden. In 
remard to oil, which most readily suggests itself as a 
“substitute, Lord Pirrie and other authorities have sounded 
a warning-note respecting. quantity, or- availability. and 
although some deride the caution as unnecessary, it is not 
lightly 10 be disregarded coming from such sources. . There 
is the further factor of expense in installing different 
plant. For these and other, probably numerous other, 
reasons there is little likelihood of coal making an abrupt 
exit, despite which we may expect to find increasing atten- 
tion paid to other forms of fuel in the near future. 

‘A most notable advance in this direction is represented 
‘by the utilization of the energy in petrol and’ benzol_in the 
internal-combustion engine. On the other hand, there is 
still a large opportunity for saving in the ‘transmission 
gears. ‘There is, indeed, extravagance which could. be 
avoided in the use uf all the sources of energy which depend 
on the limited capital stored in the earth in the form of

although we admitted that the 
coat of employing wireless 
telegraphists would bo more than 
the employment of the present 
Lighthouse keepers, We presume 
that the Gap Rock wireless 
will, when completed, com- 
municate to Cape D'Aguilar and 
that the land line .from 
the latter point will be 
utilised to convey the mossages 
into town. But no matter what 
method is adopted the inform- 
ation will be of the greatest value 
to the shipping community, 
especially as we are approaching 
the typhoon season and skippers 
‘place most importance on the 
weathor report from Gap Rock. 
A further interesting point in 
connection with tho installation 
of the plant will be the usefulness 
of it to masters of ships in taking 
correct bearings. whon approach- 
Ling the Colony from the south, 
and altogether the innovation 
promises to be a particularly 
valuable one. Whether the cable 
ship at present in Hongkong will 
succeed in Jocating the ends of 
the broken cablo and whether 
tho cost of ropair will be prohibi- 
tive or not the wiroless plant is, 
apparently, being installed as a 
permanency, a piece of news that 
will be received with corsider- 
able satisfaction by the whole 
shipping community, both ashore 
and afloat. 


The Colony’s Trade. 


The returns of tho trade and 
shipping of the Colony for the 
first quarter of this year, just 
issued by Messrs. Noronha and 
Company, make aaything but 
encouraging study. We have all 
known of the great falling off in 
trade during the past few months 
but it was hardly expected to find 
that the value of the Colony’s 
trade had dwindled by half. But 
that is what has happened. Of 
course, there is some allow- 
ance to be made for the 
rate of the dollur at 
which the sterling figures have 
been worked out, but after taking 
that into consideration there is 
still a very big drop in the volume 
of goods that have been handled 
for the first three months of this 
year as compared with the open- 
ing quarter of last year. And 
there seems but~tittle reason to 
hope for an immediate improvo- 
ment. The political situation in 
Canton, the promise of further 
fighting, the unsettled labour 
conditions prevailing.in almost 
every part of the world and the 
slow downward movement of 
prices -all combine to make a 
revival of trade a rather distant 
hope. And if the European 
situation does not clear soon and 
the sorely-needed | work - of 
industrial reconstruction is further 
delayed, one can look for very 
little indeed. Butthere is a moral 
value in the present depression, 
since it should teach us all the 
ways of business efficiency. and 
economy. 


A Mysterious Athlete. 


We observe that the old-time 
sport of wrestling, to which we 
made passing reference the other 
day, is enjoying a spasm of 


coal or oi]. But energy can also be drawn from what may 
be called the daily income of natural forces. Besides 
- ‘galeohol, which ek be derived from a variety of vegetable 
products, water, istilled fromthe seas and lowlands, then 
precipitated on the hills, gradually returning to the sea, 
provides possibilities for the development of enormous 
power. In Scandinavia, in North Italy, and in the high- 
lands of France, water power is-used to a very large extent 
in mechanical and chemical works and for the local 
production of electricity, and France has also begun a 
gigantic scheme for harnessing the Rhone. Japan also is 
considering her potentialities in this delet 
Still more fascinating is the possibility of using the 
tides as a source of energy. The Severn barrage proposal 
of the Ministry of. Transport is said to be the most 
ingenious and comprehensive plan for using tidal energy 
ever worked out by a practicalengineer. but there are many 
who doubt its financial practicability. It may be that the 
advance of science will solve the problem. The triumph of 
- Niagaxa stands as an encouragement, and electrical engineers 
have even contemplated yoking the vaster falls of the 
Zambesi. Just recently, too, the French Minister of Public 
Works outlined to the Senate a scheme: for utilising tidal 
“energy by nieans of a turbine capable of being operated 
over the ocean. ‘The portents go lo suggest that, as an 
autocracy, the rule of King Coal is drawing toa close.

- AVIATION NOTES.

By “Meteorite.” 


— 


The fact that’ the French 
Government, despite its depleted 
treasury and the general © - 
haustion following war conditiors, 
has just paid approximately 
$40,000 for the patent rights of a 
new’ type of helicopter, the in- 
vention of Messeurs: Laconi and 
Damblanc, may be taken as an 
indication of the earnestneas with 
which research and experiment- 
ation is going forward in all forms 
of flying craft. | 


How far these efforts have been 
justified was shows from a recent 
report of the success of two 
Spanish inventors whose ex- 
periments in the invention took a 
concrete form when in the pre- 
sence of a large crowd they gave 
a successful demonstration of the 
helicopter system of flying. A 
photo of this strange machine was 
reproduced in the Telegraph a few 
weeks back,

Singularly enough while next 
to the flapping machine the heli- 
copter was the earliest form of 
flying craft to be developed to the 
exporimental stage, it bas been 
so far the last to stand the acid 
teat of practical performance. 
Helicopters were built and-tried 
long before airplanes, and there 
was only one thing the matter 
with them—they would not fly. 
Helicopter experimenters there 
have beon galore, since its inven- 
tion by Leonardo Da Vinci, and 
the efforts of each has, no doubt, 
contributed something to the 
stock of useful information that 
has helped to solve the problem 
of the helicopter—that is, a flying 
machine without wingé and which 
obtains its life by means-of air- 
screws rotating on vertical 
axes, 


e e o 


The development of a success- 
ful and reliable helicopter. would, 
it goes without saying, solve 
many of the problems now to be 
encountered in the conquest of 
the ‘air eays an aeronautical 
expert in his woekly news-lettor. 
The solution of the problem of 
vertical ascent and descent would 
go far toward making commercial 
aviation an accomplished fact 
though the cost. of production 
would still be a bar. It would 
cheapen flying by the abolition of 
large arid costly areas of land for 
aerodromes: it would enable 
machines to land on housetops 
in the vety centre of cities; to 
rise from the gardens of private 
householders. Equally, also,‘ s 
make a rapid transition from o 
peaceful an aspect, it could hurtle 
itself with deadly intent from 
the deck of a battleship, 
or ‘mount’ stealthily from the 
midst of front-line forces 
for a awift reconnaissance across 
the enomy’s line. Two great 
difficulties have always faced the 
experimenters with this type of 
machine. First is the problem of 
obtaining ascent without the body 
of the machine whirling around 
with the propellers; second, the 
danger of unchecked descent in 
‘ease of. the engine cutting out. 
Another disadvantage is the 
tremendous weight of machinery 
so far thought necessary. This 
has been so great that had any of 
the designed craft flown they 


could only have carried their 
own weight without pilot or cargo 
of any-kind. The crux, then, of 
the helicopter question has a 
fourfold aspect, the securing 
of the necessary lift to 
rise from the ground, the 
assurance of a safe descent after 
complete failurs of the engines, 
the securing of stability and con- 
trolability, and the maintenance 
of a reasonably high forward 
speed in the horizontal plane. 
The question as to what extent 
all of. these separate phases of 
the problem have been overcome 
easily answers itself. Helicoptera 
are certainly not crowding our 
airways, nor are they visible 
above the horizon, even with 
field glasseq in the clearest of 
clear skies. ae

Fung opened the door 
and the prisoner and two othors 
went into a room and produced 
a knife which ho pointed at Fung.

There they 
found the female prisoner, Leung 
Kiu, with the missing child in 
her custody. The child had been 
brought ‘there by the male 
prisoner, who had stated that the 
child was his son. He told the 
woman that his wife had 
gone to .tho © country. and 
he wished her-to look after it. 
The woman remarked that the 
man and tho child spoke-different .

When charged at the Police 
Station the male prisoner denied 
that he had atolon the’ child, and 
alleged that the father had come 
downstairs with the boy and knew 
who was the kidnapper.

UNCLAIMED. MONEY. 


Disappointed Hopes at London 
. Law Courts. 
There are two well-thumbed 


‘{books hung up in a little-known 


corner of the London’ Law Courts,.. 
| which are full of ree poe- 
sibilities. ~ 


They ‘contain the romance of 
unclaimed money, and are also 
the grave of the high hopes of 
many. aspirants who believed 
great woalth might be theirs. 


‘They are in the eastern corridor 
of the Courts, just outside the 
Supreme Pay Office, for, ull the 
world to see—should it suspect it 
as the owner to lost riches. 

It must be confessed that the 
volumes thomselves are not very 
illuminating, and a Star reporter 
failed to find his name among the 
4,100 separate accounts. 

But ho did learn that, extraordin- 
ary as it may seem, thore is about 
£1,490;000 of dormant money 
in ‘the Supreme Pay Office of the 
Courts, which obviously muat 
have belonged to somebody. at 
some time, and presumably docs 
80 now, but for some. reason no 
title to the funds hag been estab- 
lished, 

The books bang from a-nail on 
a well-worn notice board,’ and, 
according to an attendant, no 
more than half a dozen people a 
day, chiefly solicitors, consult 
them. 

No one of these amounts— 
dormant funds as they are called 
—has been touched for 15 years, 
else it would not be in the list, 
and some of the dates when the 
funds first came into the purview 
of the Courts go back to the 
eighteenth century. 1

A plentiful.source of unclaimed 
money is associated with railway 
companies who have evidently 
acquired Jand for their railway 
works and do not know who is 


| the legal owner of the land they 


used. * 


WASTED ‘EFFORTS. 

“The chances are.” said a soli- 
citor whom the Star teporter 
found searching in the list, “that 
claimants spend three and four 
guineas, only to find out that they 
have no claim to the money. 


‘“T know people, too, who have 
spent as much as £10 or £15, and 
then discovered that the unclaimed 
sum wasa, trifling amount, perhaps 
£5. 18s, 7d." 


It is, of ‘course, this list which 
has been responsible for many 
stories of unclaimed millions 
which have raised vain hopes in 
the breasts of poor people’ burie 
away in.the country. 


They see their surname quoted; 
they send half-guineas to agents 
to search records, and while the 
guineas go they are no nearer 
.{touching thousands, iet alone 
‘millions, for the simple reason 
the millions do not exist. 


They do not see the introduc- 
tion to the book, which carefully 
recorda that not one-twentieth of 
the unclaimed funds exceeds - 
£1,000,. and that. considerably 
more than nalf deal with amounts 
under £150. -

. SHIPPING NEWS. 
EPPECT OF COAL STRIKE ON 
TYNE SHIPPING. 


“Phe cont strike har got a 
strangle hold on Tyne shipping, 
and there are undoubted signs 
that absolute stagnation will 
prevail in the course of a few 
more days. Foreign vessels: 
whose agents realise the hapéless- 
ness of securing ¢arly cargoes 
of coal, are sending their vessels 
home ‘to be tied up until the 
industrial clouds clear away. and 
it ia estimated in this connection 
that twenty Scandinavian vessels 
have been despatched for this 
purposo this week. Indeed, it is 
considered fortunate that they 
have sufficient coal supplies to 
take them over the North Sea 
Quite u number of British veseels 
have no other alternative than to 
lie up. A few colfiers are gotting 
away daily with conl-supplios to 
London and other home ports, 
but the supplies ara by no means 
inexhaustible although of suffici- 
ent quantity to serve some time 
yot, Other colliers are helping 
to swell the idle piers in the river, 
and-it ig reported on reliable 
authority that no fewer than 73 
veusels are at present tied up in 
tho river, irrespective of vessels 
under repair. The corsequence 
is that unemployment among the 
seafaring and shipping, com- 
mut ity isirereasing to an alarm. 
ing extent, men engaged ino the 
shipnent of coal being very 
bad vo affeeted.” fournal of 
Conimeree.
